"Yesterday the aircraft carrier 
H.M~S. Implacable came into 
harbor from Manila with 2,100 
p.o.w. I was able to be at the 
pier, with thousands crowding 
around. It certainly v/as a mar- 
vellous sight to see that huge 
mass of steel coming through the 
mist. It berthed at Pier A at 
the foot of Burrard St. where 
the Victoria boat comes in, you 
will remember. 

"The crew was fallen in on the 
flight deck and as they neared 
the pier they fell out and hun- 
dreds of people sat down on the 
bow. Most of the ex-prisoners 
were British army dressed in 
American uniforms. The looks 
on their faces were enough to 
make anyone v/ecp. 

"It took about seven hours to 
get them all off and on the trains 
that were standing by, ready to 
take them cast. It certainly was 
a sfght to see. When H.M.S. 
Glory comes in next week we 
(the Wrens) hope to get aboard. 

"Many fainted while going 
through the. carrier and all the 
ambulances* in the city were 
called out."

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NEW PUBLIC SCHOOL 
NEEDED SOON 

It is most evident that Newmarket will need a 
/hew public school in the near future. Most per- 
tinent proof of this is the crowding of existing 
schools- This year, the number of public school 
pupils in Newmarket reached a new height. 
There is no indication that the present enrolment 
is a high water mark and that next year's enrol- 
ment will fall below this years. 

Forty or so homes, seven scheduled for this 
fall, will be built for veterans on the Marsh 
estate. It is not improbable that the town limits 
'•will be* extended to include the north end. This 
witt tnean more children in the schools. The 
efforts of the industrial committee to bring new 
industries to the town imply a willingness to pro- 
vide the employees in these new industries with 
the necessary services including schools. 

Equally pertinent to the need of a new public 
school is the increasing cost of the upkeep of the 
present school buildings. The public school board 
is faced with major expenditures on three sepa- 
rate items, fire escapes, furnaces and lighting. It 
has been estimated by board members that the 
cost of meeting these Items is in the neighborhood 
of $20,000. That sum would make a substantial 
down payment on a new building. 

Another factor involved here is that once the 

'•furnaces are repaired, the lighting adjusted, and 

fire escapes installed, the upkeep will continue to 

be an expensive consideration on the budget. 

Two of the three public* school buildings arc old 

•and the cost of their upkeep climbs higher as the 

years pass. 

Two difficulties present themselves as far as 
any immediate building program is concerned. 
The first is the difficulty of obtaining the neces- 
sary materials. The second is the lack of a good 
site. The first will be met as the need for con- 
struction materials slackens and production in- 
creases. The second is one which can only be 
overcome by planning now. 

The Stuart Scott site is not central. Neither 
the King George nor .the Alexander Muir school 
grounds are large enough to enable the construc- 
tion of a modern school building and still leave 
enough room for a large playground. The 
emphasis is on low buildings to house schools. A 
one-storey building having only the floor space 
of either the Alexander Muir or the King George 
would nearly fill their respective school grounds 
as they exist at present. 

In line with any building program for the 
future is the need of planning for a site now. If 
the public school l>oard could work in conjunc- 
tion with the town council in the acquiring and 
disposing of municipal lands, a suitable site might 
be laid aside for a new school. 



LEBEL COMMISSION 
EXONERATES DREW 7 

* 

Last week, the LcBc! Commission returned its 
report on the hearing of the charges made by E. 
B. Jolliffc, K.C., leader of the C.C.F. opposition 
party in the Ontario legislature at the time of its 
dissolution last May, that Premier George A. 
Drew had established and maintained a secret 
political police organization for the purpose of 
spying on other political parties. In the words of 
Mr. Jolliffc, Premie/ Drew had v established a 
"Gestapo/' 

Mr. Justice LcBcl states in his conclusions on 
Mr. Jolliffe's charges that no is satisfied that 
Premier Drew did not establish a secret police 
office as was charged. He also states that accord- 
ing to the evidence, he is satisfied that Premier 
Drew was unaware of the activities of Osborne- 
Dempster, the police officer charged with being a 
political spy. Mr. Justice 'LcBel is, however, 
critical of the attorney general, I^cslie Blackwell, 
who had received reports from Dempster but had 



dismissed them as being of little importance. Mr. 
Blackwell should have discussed the reports with 
the police commissioner before dismissing them 
as being of no interest, the report states. 

Mr. Justice LeBel does not find Osborne- 
Dempster the spy of the German or Italian 
model, as charged by Mr. Jolliffe. He finds 
Dempster guilty of providing confidential in- 
formation for anti-C.C.F. newspaper advertise- 
ments from government files, and of unwarranted 
investigations into the C.C.F. party. He finds 
him also a man to whom rumor or gossip is truth 
if inclined towards his own opinions. 

Mr. Jolliffe's charges, made during the electron 
campaign, cost his party many seats in the new 
house, Tne voters* reaction might be taken as a 
refusal to accept any suggestion of a "Gestapo" 
in Ontario as true, rather, as a charge which 
could only reflect on those who made it. Yet, 
Mr. Justice LeBel has found a man who, had he 
more skill and ability, might easily have played 
the role he was charged with playing. And 
though Premier Drew and his cabinet are 
exonerated from all charges of using this man, 
there are others who would not have hesitated. 

One fact stands out. Such a thing as a Gestapo 
can happen if a people is willing to accept its 
liberty for granted. 



GOVERNMENT TAKES OVER 
PACKINGHOUSES 

The Canadian Federation of Agriculture has 
written a letter to the federal minister of labor, 
Humphrey Mitchell, urging the government to 
take over meat packing plants to avert interrupt- 
ing the meat marketing program now underway. 

In a statement Oct 12, it was announced from 
Ottawa that plants in western Canada which 
were threatened by strike action had been taken 
over. 

There is no question of the justification of the 
government action. Whatever the packing house 
workers* grievances, strike action to compel 
management to meet their terms must be avoided 
as long as the present emergency exists. The 
Canadian farmer with a heavy investment in 
meat marketings, the Canadian consumer on 
short rations, and the great need for meat in 
Europe are three reasons nothing should be 
allowed to stand in the way of the completion of 
present quotas. 

From another point of view, however, if the 
packing house workers have a legitimate griev- 
ance which has been consistently ignored by the 
management, they could not choose a belter time

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Hours of Work and 
Vocations with Pay Act, 1944 

The Industry and Labour Board which 
administers The Hours of Work and Vacations 
with Pay Act, considers, in view of the termina- 
tion of hostilities and the cancellation of war 
production, the acute manpower shortage which 
existed during the war years will be minimized, 
therefore the postponement as to working hours 
previously provided shall be cancelled and 
effective November 1st, 1945, the working hours 
of an employee in any industrial undertaking 
shall not exceed forty-eight (48) in the week. 

1. Regulation 4 of Ontario Regulations 
8/44 is amended by adding thereto 
the following subregulalion: 

(!a.) Notwithstanding tho provisions of 
subregularion' 1, an employer may adopt 
one or more overtime work periods in 
his industrial undertaking between the 
1st day of November 1945 and the 3! St 
day of December 1945 without a consent . 
in writing o'f the Board, but tho overtime 
shall not exceed thirty hours in the 
aggregate.

It was 
agreed that these assets were 
greater in value than those of 
the respondent's company pass- 
ing into the amalgamation by 
the sum of $2,500. To carry the 
purposes of the parlies into 
effect, the agreement provided 
for the issue to the appellant in 
payment for the assets he was 
transferring, of 161 shares of 
stock in the corporation which 
was to own and operate the 
continuing newspaper. The res- 
pondent, Mulock, was to retain 
as compensation for the assets of 
his company being retained and 
used, 138 shares of stock in the 
continuing corporation. In addi- 
tion to retaining the 130 shares 
of stock, the agreement express- 
ly provided as part of clause 3, 
that the respondent "shall have 
the option of purchasing a furth- 
er 25 fully paid up shares of the 
treasury stock of the company, at 
a price of $100 per share, at any 
time within a period of IB 
months from the date hereof." 

The agreement further pro- 
vided for the appellant acting as 

a director of the continuing 
company and for the respondent, 
Mulock, who did not Wish to 
personally act as a director, 
appointing a nominee. Provis- 
ion was further made for each of 
the parties transferring one share 
of stock in trust for the benefit 
of each of the parties to N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., in whom both 
parties had confidence, and for 
the appointment of Mr. Mathews 
"in order that the said Norman 
L. Mathews may be the third 
director of the said company 
representing both parties." 

Provision was made for Mr. 
Mathews holding office for a 
period of two years, and for 
continuing for a period of two 
years unless he should resign or 
one of the parties give notice 
that he was "no longer satisfac- 
tory," this agreement to continue 
for recurring periods of two 
years until terminated by resig- 
nation or notice, us specified. In 
the event of death, resignation 
or termination of his office by 
notice, as provided, it was agreed 
that the parties would endeav- 
or to agree on some other per- 
son to net as trustee and direct- 
or In his place, and in tho event 
of their failure to so agree with- 
in a period of three months, then 
the two shares held by Mr. 
Mathews were to be transferred 
one to each of the parties. In 
the event of a successor to Mr.

At the time of the making of 
the agreement, the respondent, 
Mulock, for several reasons not 
important here, had desired 
some time to arrange payment 
of the $2,500 which would, on 
the valuation agreed upon, give 
the parties each an equal interest 
in the ownership of the comp- 
any publishing the amalgamated 
paper. The respondent appar- 
ently did not keep the matter 
in mind and it was February, 
1944, nearly 21 months after the 
date of the agreement when, 
following an inquiry from him 
as to when, according to 'the 
agreement, he should take up the 
balance of the stock, it was 
found that the 18 months* period 
had expired. Miss Lyons, a 
member of the firm of solicitors 
consulted by Mr. Mulock, who 
had drawn the agreement for 
both parties, and who was also 
the respondent's nominee on the 
board of directors, spoke to the 
appellant, telling him of the 
.inquiry, that it appeared the 18 
months had expired and suggest- 
ing that probably this made no 
difference to the appellant. The 
appellant's answer to this was 
prompt. "I said that I would 
come and sec her, and I saw 
her the same day and told her 
that I was going to take another 
position, and I therefore was of 
the opinion that either one 
party or the other should con- 
trol the business and that I was 
ready to sell my interest to Col. 
Mulock, and alternatively that I 
would ask that my wife be 
appointed a director and I would 
assume responsibility for the 
operation of the paper, that my 
wife be appointed a director in- 
stead of Mr. Mathews. I sold 
that I would sell at the amalga- 
mation price of $11,000 without 
taking into account what deprec- 
iation had token place sinco 
then." 

Some negotiations followed the 
appellant's suggestion that ho 
would sell out his interest com- 
pletely. It would appear that at 
that time he had in mind giving 
up his position ns publisher and 
editor of the newspaper and, in 
fnct, in September, 1944, he took 
another position. 

On April 24, 1044, the appel- 
lant wrote to the respondent, 
Mulock, wonting to know wheth- 
er or not he intended to accept 
the appellant's offer to sell out, 
stating in part: "I must know 
whether you ore going to take 
the ownership or whether I am 
to take control and responsibil- 
ity." 

On May 3 the appellant again 
wrote "asking that Mr. Mathews 
return to me the share that he 
holds In trust for me, and that 
my wife bo appointed a director, 
and I would ask that you choose 
between Mr. Mathews and MIu 



A resolution by shareholders 
that shares . . . shall be at the 
disposal of directors, is a resolu- 
tion that it shall be at the dis- 
posal of trustees; in other words, 
that the persons instructed with 
that property, shall dispose of it, 
within the scope of the func- 
tions delegated to them, in the 
manner best suited to benefit 
their cestuis que trust/ Now, 
the persons to be considered and 
to be benefitted are the whole 
body of shareholders — not the 
majority, who may for ordinary 
purpose control affairs— but the 
majority plus the minority — all 
in fact who, being shareholders, 
constitute the very substance (so 
to speak) of the incorporated 
body." 

To the same effect is the state- 
ment of Hodgins, J.A. in Trustee 
of the Property of C. E. Plain 
Ltd. v. Kertlcy and Royal Trust 
Co. 1931 O.R. 75, at p. 81: "It 
has been laid down that a 
company cannot issue shares for 
the purpose of acquiring control 
of a company, for the reason 
that in issuing shares they are 
trustees of a fiduciary power giv- 
en to them to do so, not for the 
benefit of individual sharehold- 
ers but to be exercised bona fide 
for the general advantage of the 
company alone and not for other 
purposes. (Sec Piercy v. S. Mills 
and Co. Ltd., (1920) 1 Ch. 77). 

Palmer, in the 11th edition of 
his work on Company Law, says 
at p. 193: 'in exercising these 
powers" (i.e. those authorised or 
not forbidden), "whether general 
or special, directors must always 
bear in mind that they are 
trustees for the company and 
must exercise the powers for the 
benefit of the company, and for 
that alone." 

Much importance was placed 
by the appellant on the provi- 
sions of clause 3 of the agree- 
ment giving to the respondent, 
Mulock, nn option to purchase a 
further 25 shares of stock ot $100 
per share at any time within a 
period of 18 months. It was 
strongly urged that the stock 
not having been taken up within 
the 18-month n'eriod, the control 
of the company was thereupon 
left with the appellant and any 
subsequent allotment of stock 
which would interfere with the 
appellant's control, is void nnd 
illegal. 

For the respondent it is urged 
that the 18-month period only 
had relation to the price of $100 
per share. 

The appellant does not com- 
plain about the price admitting 
It was sufficient if the respond- 
ent hod the right to take up the 
stock nnd therefore it Is urged 
that the option to purchase was 
still open. It Is suggested that 
the use of the word "option" Is 
a misnomer and that on n prop- 
er construction of the agreement 
the respondent was In fact hound 
to take up the 25 shares of 
stock, that time was not of tho 
essence nnd that the application 
by and nllotment to tho respond- 
ent of the stock in question wns 
only In fulfilment of what he was 
in fact bound to do. 

I think It is unnecessary under 



the circumstances to resolve all 
the contentions advanced res- 
pecting this so-called "option". 
The written agreement contains 
no provision whereby the res- 
pondent, Mulock, bound himself 
to the appellant not to make 
application for the stock after the 
18-month period. A reading of 
the whole agreement makes it 
abundantly clear that equality of 
control was a fundamental ob- 
jective of the parties. 

As previously mentioned, the 
25 shares in question would give 
to the parties an equality of 
interest in the ownership. Quite 
apart from the objective of 
equality of interest and whether 
or not such equality was brought 
about _ the provisions of the 
agreement previously mentioned 
clearly point to balance and 
equality of control, e.g. the con- 
stitution of the board of direct- 
ors, the appellant to be one, the 
nominee of the respondent to be 
one and the third to be Mr. 
Mathews as trustee for both 
parties; the rather elaborate pro- 
visions respecting Mr. Mathews' 
continuance as the third director, 
provision for him remaining for 
two years certain, provision in 
case of his death, resignation or 
termination of office that the 
parties would endeavor to agree 
upon some other person to take 
his place and that it was only 

on failure to agree for a period 
of three months that the quali- 
fying shares were to be trans- 
ferred to the beneficial owners. 
All those provisions indicate the 
importance attached to main- 
taining balance of control. This 
is accentuated by the specific 
powers and duties which the 
parties agree are to be vested in 
the board of directors, e.g., to 
effect the change of name agreed 
upon; the power to interfere and 
control the editorial policy of 
the newspaper if, in their opin- 
ion, such policy is contrary to the 
spirit of the written agreement 
"and to the conduct of an inde- 
pendent newspaper or is prejud- 
icial to the best interests of the 
newspaper." While provision is 
made to appoint tho appellant 
publisher and editor at a mini- 
mum salary, the directors are 
given power to "dismiss him 
upon three months' notice if, in 
their opinion, he is not conduct- 
ing the business in a reasonably 
successful manner or is not 
carrying out to a reasonable 
degree the intention of this 
agreement." 

These provisions In the writ- 
ten agreement for equality of 
control were not at variance 
with, but in furtherance of, the 
basis of the negotiations between 
the parties. 

The action of the directors in 
making the allotment must be u 
viewed in the light of the provis- 
ions of the agreement nnd of the 
surrounding circumstances. The 
first consideration which Mr. 
Mathews sayi Won present in his 
mind when making the allot- 
ment was: "It carried out the

We see no reason, for in- 
stance, why the years spent on 
active service should count as 
the service clubs concerned will 
have disbanded. In any case, 
being more or less government 
sponsored, with good canteen 
reserves behind them, they do 
not need the money like the 
small amateur clubs. But for 
the war, it can be argued, these 
lads would have made pro hock- 
ey earlier, so we think it can be 
fairly argued that the lime 
spent with service clubs should 
not count. 

Mr. Hewitt undoubtedly hits 
the nail on the head when he 
says, "the compensation will be 
small" but anything in the 
kitty is better than nothing. We 
will have to wait until the pro 
season gets started, check all 
rosters and then we will give 
the information to the remaining 
officers of the Aurora Junior 
Hockey club and they can deal 
with the matter direct. Mr. 
Hewitt now expects a claim of 
some sort. In the case of Hugh. 
Mair. it is doubtful if Aurora 
can make a successful claim and 
other clubs that are involved are 
St. Catharines, Marlboros and 
Runneymede CI. With Joint 
McComb, it would be Sutton 
Greenshirts, St. Catharines and 
Aurora. We know the hoys who 
may or may not take the jump 
from amateur ranks arc anxious 
that if anybody collects for their 
contracts, it should be the North 
York district clubs. All we can 
do now is sit tight.

The directors were trustees for 
the shareholders as a whole; as 
said by Chancellor Boyd in 
Martin v. Gibson: "not the maj- 
ority who may for ordinary pur- 
poses control affairs— but the 
majority plus the minority— all 
in fact who being shareholders 
constitute the very substance (so 
to speak) of the incorporated 
body/' 

For all practical purposes, the 
shareholders here consisted of 
the appellant and the respond- 
ent, Mulock. Their joint objec- 
tive and purpose, as evidenced 
by the agreement in writing and 
supported by nil the other cir- 
cumstances, was to effect both 
equality of interest and control. 
It cannot be thought that either 
of the parlies would have con- 
sidered the proposal with the 
prospect of turning his assets in- 
to the continuing company and 
being left without equality of 
x-oice in the management of its 
affairs. The interest of the 
company was, under the circum- 
stances, the objectives which 
underlay the agreement, and to 
1 which both parties subscribed in 
their written agreement. In this 
view, the directors were acting 
wholly bona fide and in the in* 
tcrcsts of the company in mak- 
ing the allotment ir question.

(2) The omission of the res- 
pondent to purchase 25 shares of 
the treasury stock of the comp- 
any within a period of 18 
months from the date of the 
agreement did not in any way 
alter or affect the real intention 
of the parties to the amalgama- 
tion agreement. 

<3) That omission is not a 
factor in determining the sole 
question in controversy, i iz., 
whether the issue by the direct- 
ors of the company of 25 shares 
of the treasury stock to the res- 
pondent was valid. 

<4) The answer to that ques- 
tion depends (a) upon the good 
faith, or otherwise, of the dir- 
ectors in making the allotment, 
and (b) upon whether or not 
the allotment was for the bene- 
fit of all shareholders— the 
majority plus. the minority. 

(5) The directors acted in 
good faith In making the allot- 
ment and "within the scope of 
the functions delegated to them, 
in the manner best suited to 
benefit their cestui que trust": 
per Romiily, M.R. in York and 
North Midland R. W. Co. v. Hud- 
son U853) 16 Bcav. 485, 405, 
cited by Boyd C. in Martin v. 
Gibson (1908) 15 O.L.R. 623 at 
031. 

(6) The allotment was consist- 
ent with the true intention of 
all persons having any benefic- 
ial interest in the company as 
to equality of control. Converse- 
ly a refusal of the directors to 
allot the shores would defeat 
that intention. 

(7) Finally there was evidence 
to show that the appellant was 
seeking to exercise control m 
the constitution of the board of 
directors and otherwise, and it 
would not be in accordance with 
his agreement with the respond- 
ent, that he should be in n posi- 
tion to do so, 

I would dismiss the appeal 

with costs. .
